XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


No. 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia for April, May, and June, 1925. 


April—Taken as a whole, the rainfall was distinctly disappointing compared with the previous 
months. In the Tropics and through the Gascoyne a few trivial showers were alone reported, whilo 
throughout the Suuth-West Coastal and the agricultural districts, despite showers on the 19th, 13th, 
28rd, and 27th, under average totals were practically general. 


In the Scuth-eastern comer, taking in the Trans-Australian railway country and the Coolgardie 
Goldtields, thanks to the heavy rain on the concluding days of the month, pronounced excesses were 
noted, reaching 2-98 inches at Widgiemooltha, 3-01 at Israclite Bay, and 3-77 inches at Ityre. 


The average was also very slightly execéded in the extreme South-west corner, owing tua free 
guency of slight disturbances which affected only that part of the State. 


May—Weather conditions early in the month differed but slightly from those prevalent during 
the previous month. ‘The Coastal showers, however, were heavier, although they still failed to reach 
tho wheat country. Seattered monsvonal rainfall was also reported over the Goldtields. 


A change was noted with a disturbance that came in on the 17th. and showed the typical features 
of a regular winter rain-storm. Although the falls were dis»ppointing at agricultural centres, the 
fact that stations in the North-west corner of the State fared well indicated that tropical infiuences 
played & powerful part in the development of the system. After a brief interval a similar disturbance 
followed, and on this occasion every portion of the State from Fortescue southward reported sub- 
stantial falls. Vew of the agricultural centres received less than three-quarters of an inch, and many 
exeeeded an inch. Showers persisted on the Coast, as a result of the passage of minor depressions, 
and on the 27th and 28th another vigorous system brought useful additional falls to the wheat country. 


Taking the month as a whole, the areas under the average figured more extensively on the Rain 
Map than those favoured by excesses. The.imost important of the latter embraced a large region in 
the South-eastern quarter of the State, including the Fastern half of the Murchison, the greater pat of 
the Cooluardie Fields, and the Trans-Australian country. ‘The North-west corner, between Portescue 
and Carnarvon, also yiclded giatifying excesses, and other West Gascoyne Coastal stations were only 
slizhtly below the average. Further inland, over the Central parts of the Murchison and the inland 
Gascoyne country, the falls were disappointing. In the acriculfural country varied results were in- 
dicated. Defects averaging about half-an-inch were the rule, but here and there simall excesses were 
noted. In tho Tropies, with the exceptions above mentioned, very little rain occurred. 


June—Taken as 2 whole, the month was noted for its splendid agricultural] rains, the greater part 
of which fell towards the end of the month. Asa matter of fact tho first half was decidediy dry, and 
in some quarters anxiety was being manifested at the non-arrival of a widespread downpour. Hows 
ever, all doubts were dispelled by the splendid general registra tions on the 18th. 19th, 20th, and ? Ist, 
and further additions to these were eifected between the 27th and 30th. ‘The two disturbances res 
pensible for these downpours were of monsoonal origin, and thunder and lighining with hail were 


prominent features in each instance. 


Rainless conditions were the rule in the Tropics, but at Onslow heavy local falls on the 20th and 
21st, totalling 5-66 inches, were responsible for an outstanding excess of 4} inches—the heaviest in 
the State. Large exocsses in the Geraldion neighbourhood \eg., 3:56 inches at Chapman State farm 
and 2-9 at Greenough) were explained by the faet that the heaviest falls in both of the chiet rainstorms 
occurred in that locality. Another outstanding individual gauging was that of 1:15 at Yaleoo on the 
I4th, due to a purely local thunderstorm. Light useful falls visited the other portions of the Gas- 


coyne, and also the Goldields, but in no ease was the average exceeded. 


The Northern agricultural districts, comprising all the Midland country, showed sul stantial excesses 
for the month, whilst a slizht excess was also noted over a narrow strip of country ruaning from Merredin 
through Bruce Boek ty Lake Grace and Nyabing. ‘The other portions of the agricultural districts 
showed de.,.ciencies, compared with the usual monthly fall, but, except in Southern localities, the short- 


azes were slight;
